Hundreds are thronging hither duly. We 
cinbot tell wHnt all will do. To be sure, our 
valleys dre broad — some of bur gulches neh 
—time, hortis, und onergy will devolop thre 
richness of bur quartz, but if immigration 
pours In upon us at this rate, Mis part of 
the country will be completely ovordone. 
Many are, perhaps, ttanmoent visitors, while 
others are upon A wild gooso chase,“ 
hoping to vapture that wandering fowl, 
from whose bronst to pluck the golden, 
feathers. We think this goosely bird will 
undoubtedly evade the grasp of many. 

We were up to represent our olaim on 
Tender-Foot, Lump, Emigrant or Humbug 
guich, on Inst Saturday. ‘He gulch 18 
known by many different names Which 18, 
perhaps, all attever will' be noted for The 
number present was variously’ estimated 
from one thousand to fifteen hundrod per- 
sons. The prevailing sentiment, in the 
morning, was to hang the Recorder. This 
probably would have been done, had the 
ciowd been a kitle drunker. However, the 
Recorder was relieved of his ofice, and an- 
other appointed, the multitude began to 
disperse, claims wore jumped, now laws 
passed, the former Recorder was roinstat- 
ed, and a general confusion followed. We 
waited until those who were sober started 
away,and those who remained got too 
drunk to pass any more laws, when we left 
for home, brenthing freer and deeper. 

We have not yet seen an almanac this 
year, but the soft, balmy breeze, beautiful 
weather, spring grass, budding trees, the 
busy preparations for coming and etry the 
vesper song of the carly frog which is borne 
to our ears upon tho evening mr—all con» 
vince us that spring has indeed come. A 
few scattering snow-banks alono remam as 
a vestige of grim winter. 

This Is representation day here. The 
usual lethargic feelmg common to this 
sleepy hollow, is tho most prominent fen- 
ture observable. The claims have been laid 
over until the first of June. We presume 
they will again be laid over from time to 
time, then from time to eternity, and after- 
wards made real estate, which will 1 ly 
be the ullimafum. During our short life 
we have visited the different mining 
countries from the British Possessions to 
Mexico, endeavoring to rond men and 
things as we ran; but it baflles our brain 
to point out, even in the midst of the Dig- 
ger Indians of the far west, a locality where 
there 18 as little energy displayed, as here. 
The only reason we enn sce for such a state 
of things is that we have among us a large 
proportion of men, (?) (deud-boads, bum- 
mers or stoughten bottles would be mote 
descriptivo terms to use), the majority of 
whom are pilgrims, whose motto 18, to get 
possession of all they can, and keep afl 
they can get—daveloping nothing, doing 
nothing, but reelming lazily upon the 
south side of a bank and waiting potently 
for others to prospect that they may ronp 
the benefit. This, do use n Germain term, is 
auspespiell. This is now the working sen- 
son, and if the clum-ownerd do not work 
thorr claims, another man has a right to do 
it. Three companies have beon working 
diligently to try to prospect tho creek, and 
we hope to son others come who will take 
the olsims that are unoccupied and go to 
work on them. At tho meeting to-day, after 
tho motion to lay over the claims had been 
somen bat discussed, many persons became 
disgusted at the absurdity of the movo, and 
left. Thus the majority of the bona fide 
miners of the gulch took no part in the pro- 
ceedings whatever, and those who wish to 
take claima on the gulch for the purpose of 
working thom, can, we think, get backing 
enough to hold them. 

To-day we made the acquaintancg of Mr, 
Strait, our present County Recorder, whoso 
gontlemanly deportment and thorough buai- 
ness turn warrants us that we aro anfa in 
predicting ho will make a good and honest 
official, and, as he has “quarts upon his 
brain,” we wish him all the success his 
endeavors may deservo.

Cattle aro n sourco of constant trouble to 
the owners. Tho custom 18 to turn them 
out at night and fetch them in soon after 
daylight. The latter operation is very dif- 
ficult, in many instances, the animals tak- 
ing a wide rango, and it often happens a 
nian will hunt two or three days, before he 
oan, find thom. A few boura tramp through 
the valley 18 looked upon as a aort of iney- 
Itablo casualty and arokes little sympathy. 
No one scems discouraged out herá; but, 
on tha contrary, every ono appears to think 
his prospects for the futuro are very bril- 
hant. Telor tho indications of a good 
time coming are sufficiently roliable to jus- 
tify tho most cautious in planting their 
stakes here. In spite of tho snow, prps- 

ectors are travorsing every accessible Apot, 
in quest of lodes. Tha number of those 
discovered already is very groat, and many 
prospect finely; but about these things 
more nnon.
